WE MAINTAIN AND REITERATE OUR FY-78 CONSULAR PACKAGE

WORK. FEDERAL BENEFITS SERVICES AS SUCH DID NOT 
INCREASE IN FY-76, BUT DURING FIRST HALF OF FY-77, 

SSA HAS BEEN STEPPING UP ITS SERVICE REQUESTS TO POST,
